On 12/27/67, Supv, WILLIAM BHANNIGAN called from 
the Bureau and referred to various articloa appearing: In 
Washington pnpeia. New York TlmOB, New Orleans, otc. concerning 
GAJRRISON B pi eaa release. Ho Btated that generally ihe 
Dl:rector had aaked quosLiorui regarding GARRISON saying that 
on 11/17/63, LEE HARVEY OSWALD had alertoil the FBI that an ' 
assasaina t ion attempt would be made on Proaident KENNEDY in 
Oallas on 11/22/63. He stated it was aleo Indicated, 
particularly in the New York Titnos, that the FBI sent out 
a 'rwx (probably from headquarters) that on 11/22/63, an 
attempt would be made to assassinate President JOHN F, KENNEDY. 
Did Dallas send out any such teletype, or did Dallas receive 
any such teletype? He stated also that the Director had seen 
sotiething saying that the same thing had happened on 9/17/63. 

I pointed out to Mr. BILANNIGAN that apparently this was a 
typographical error on the part of an AP release which we 
received here, aa all the other releases were talking about 
Nov'. 17„ 1963, but he stated he iianted the same answers and 
saaie checks madb as to that date,.
